Ferſf. chen, Every Thing there, is tranſacted in the lear- 
ned "Tongues ; Greek is ſpoke at Court, Latin in com- 
mon Affairs, and both in Verſe. All Men of Genius are 
inſpired with the learned Languages, upon. their Arrival 
at the Gates; but mere Verſificators are to ſubſiſt upon 
the Stock they bring ; which obliges the Gentlemen of 
our Profeſſion, to furniſh their Scholars, with as large a 
Proviſion as poſſible, of good Lines ready made. The 
Candidates are examined at the Foot of the Hill; if 
they are Verſificators only, they are referr d to a Com- 
mittee of Old Pædagagues, who are the Executioners of 
the Place. And there it is, that the Memoriter-Men pour 
out that immenſe Quantity of Greek and Latin Verſe, 
they laid in at School; upon which Occaſion, ſome will 
run on, like an Alarum- Clock, for Five Months, before 
they are down. This elegant Task being perform'd, the 
Names of the Authors, each of theſe Litterati has re- 
peated, is ſtamp'd upon his Back; and they are all tur- 
ned into the Common, among the Beaſts of Burthen: 
The Men of Genius give ſufficient Proofs of their Ta- 
lents, in a little Time, and are immediately conducted to 
pay their Compliments to Apollo, and the Sacred Nine. 
The Prince finds Employments for them all, ſuitable to 
the Nature and Degree of their Talents. The Miniſters 
of State, and Maſters of the Horſe, are always choſe out 
of the Epic and Pindarick Line. The Comptrollers of 
the Houſhold muſt be Satyriſis; and thoſe Criticks that 
have Taſte and good Nature, are admitted of the Privy- 
Council: but the reſt are only Commiſſioners of the Sewers, 
and Overſeers of the High-Ways. As for the Verſifica- 
tors and Repeaters, they are to ſerve as Aid du Cups 
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the Men of Genius, to catch their ſudden Flights, run 
upon Errands, and carry Billet Dou to the Ladies. But 
the loweſt Order of all, is the Title Page Men, and their 
Buſineſs is to ſweep the Library, catch the Rats, bruſh - 
the Books, and keep an exact Account of what Condi- 
tion they are in. The two laſt Claſſes have not one 
Drop of Nectar allow d them, but live altogether upon 
Scraps; and their chief Amuſements, are to talk of fine

Upper Gallery, at all Publick Entertainments: That be- 
ing the loweſt Poſt in the Republick of Letters, I ſhall
